Waterfowl and Woods Game. 
From the gunner’s viewpoint the 
waterfowl season was not satisfactory 
last year, but from th** standpoint of 
the game conservationists it seems to 
have been very favorable. 
On the At­ 
lantic coast the number of canvas­ 
backs and redheads was greater than 
usual in the Long Island bays and on 
the Massachusetts coast, but much 
smaller than usual on the Susquehan­ 
na flats and Currituck sound, where 
these species are usually abundant. 
Canvasbacks are reported as numerous 
and increasing on Cayuga lake, cen­ 
tral New York, where they were very 
scarce a dozen years ago. 
Introduced pheasants seem to have 
held their own in sections where they 
have become established and In some 
instances show an increase. 
In the 
region around Buffalo. N. Y.. where 
shooting is permitted for a short sea-1 
son iii the fall and where 15,000, it is 
estimated, were killed in 1908. th** 
stock does not seem to have been db i 
minlshed.

A few par­ 
tridges were turned out by private or 
I ganizations in New York, and loo par 
fridges were planted in Mississippi and 
Tennessee by an enthusiastic sports­ 
man. 
Results of Experiments. 


It is yet too early to determine the 
outcome of most of these experimental 
measures, though negative results ap­ 
pear to have followed the liberation of 
partridges in New Jersey, Mississippi 
and Tennessee. During the year, how­ 
ever, it has developed that the plant­ 
ing of 1,000 pheasants in Kansas three 
or four years ago has been entirely 
barren of results and that of nearly 
10,000 partridges liberated in Connecti­ 
cut in 1908 and 1909 about 170 broods 
remained in the fall of 1909, which 
have since diminished and were prob­ 
ably finally destroyed by the severe 
weather of December, 1910. 
In the 
case of tile Connecticut partridges, the 
fact that shooting was prohibited tor 
only one season largely accounts for 
their disappearance. 
In Indiana pheasants, which have 
been introduced for twelve or thirteen 
years, hnve yielded only fair results, 
while through the last few years’ in­ 
troduction of Hungarian partridges 
there are. according to a recent esti­ 
mate, 10,000 of these birds on the 1<)0 
preserves created by contracts with 
farmers. Pheasants have increased in 
New Jersey as the result ot three 
years' planting, and partridges in Ne 
braska from 124 pairs put out by the 
state in 1907 augmented by $1,000 
worth liberated by ranchers early In 
1909. Chinese pheasants. Introduced in 
Idaho In 1908 and 1909, have become 
established wherever fed and other­ 
wise cared for. Delaware shows only 
negative results from IOO pairs of p art­ 
ridges distributed in 1909. 
The Importation of foreign birds and 
mammals shows a slight increase. One 
of the largest single shipments ever 
reported came into New York from 
Ham burg In a vessel which brought 
11,061 canaries and other nongame 
birds In one lot consigned to a New 
York importer. The chl«*f Importations 
of mammals were Japanese dancing 
mice anti monkeys of various species. 
Two mongoose from Havana were de­ 
nied admission. The game protection 
legislation in 1910. though small In 
laws passed, included several impor 
taut acts. Only two retrograde meas­ 
ures are noted—the opening of a sea 
son on robins, blackbirds aud gulls In 
Louisiana and the permitting of dove 
shooting in July in Mississippi.

J. \Y. Scollick of the National m u ­ 
seu m in Washington is a craftsm an in 
ji trade 
with

He Is the 
otllclnl “bone man” of the government, 
or. In other words, the expert in charge 
of the work of cleaning, articu lating 
and mou nting skeletons ¡it the mu se­ 
u m. ¡i trade by itself and one requ ir 
Ing Infinite patien e and great techni- 
; cal skill 
Tlu * removal of the National mu seu m 
I from the old to the new bu ilding bu s 
resu lted in the division of skeletons 
being given larger qu arters, ami the 
display has been arranged so ¡is to 
giv» * it more prominence than ever. To 
employee« of the mu seu m and many 
; visitors this division is known as thv 
j “bone yard.” 
Perhaps there Is not the attraction 
in it for the average visitor that there 
i Is in the display of mou nted animals 
and 
the 
big cases 
of 
ethnological 
grou ps, bu t it Is one of the most re 
markable collections in the whole m u ­ 
seu m. 
Mr Scollick has been in charge 
of this work for years. 
The display 
in the mu seu m is largely his work. 
The exhibits range ¡ill the way from 
a fu ll grown elephant t<> a herring, 
i Each of them represents weeks of tech 
I nical skill apparently ou t of all pro­ 
portion to the finished resu lt. 
Thou gh 
there Is more labor in the work, the 
larger skeletons are the easier to han­ 
dle. 
The collection inclu des elephants, 
rhinoceroses, horses, gorillas, the lar­ 
ger monkeys, ¡ill sorts of deer, man 
himself au » l many mammals. 


W ire s, S p r in g s and Breces. 
Every bone in these big skeletons 
has to be drilled and articu lated with 
wires, springs and metal braces. 
Al­ 
thou gh these do not show, it Is neces­ 
sary that they tie pu t in place with 
mathematical precision to give the 
natu ral appearance. 
And then. too. 
everything mu st be scientifically ju st 
so. 
It is tills whicli makes tlu * finished 
work apparently so easy, bu t in reality 
so difficu lt. 
The smaller skeletons, like lizards, 
small fish, hats and snakes, are not 
held together by wires. 
Their own 
cartilage dried in place is u sed to hold 
them together. 
This is one of tlu * 
many reasons why a skeleton that Is 
dried and mou nted is never boiled. 
Not only wou ld the boiling make the 
bones fu ll apart, bu t it wou ld drive in 
the grease and make the bones yellow, 
the one thing not desired. 
The flesh 
is taken off the raw bones with a 
scraper and then the bones art* care­ 
fu lly washed clean of grease with gas 
oline. 
Acids are not u sed at all ex­ 
cept on rare occasions to remove a 
stain. 
Carelessnoss Is Fatal. 
Great care mu st be exercised in th» * 
drying and bleaching of the bones. This 
cannot be done in a Lot su n, becau se 
the h<>t su n will crack tin* b» *n**s, ¡i< It 
will seasoning wqod. 
From a bom* 
artist’s viewpoint the best bleaching 
weather Is a gray, drizzling day, when 
there is no danger of the su n getting 
in its damaging work. 
Sometimes the 
bones develop black streaks, bu t this 
can u su ally be remedied 
with tin* 
u se of dilu te ammonia. 
From beginning to end the whole 
skeleton cleaning process is tiresome 
and is said to “get on the nerve-” 
worse than any other form of spe 1- 
men mou nting carried on at the mu 
seu ni 
Weeks of cleaning are requ ired 
to prepare some of tlu * small fish skele­ 
to ns. some <»f which have to be mou nt­ 
ed against glass t»> keep them prop 
erly assembled for display 
The bat

CORE OF THE EARTH. 


It M ay Ea a Mass of Steel Some 5.580 
Miles In Diameter. 
Various conjectures nave been made 
from time to time by geologists as to 
the possible condition of the center of 
the earth

furnace. 
At a meeting of the Seis 
mologieal association at The Hague 
Professor AA’eichert asserted that ids 
studios of the

to the conclusion that the earth con 
sists of a central core of iron or steel, 
about 
5.580 
miles in diameter, sui- 
rounded with a stony shell 930 miles 
in thickness.
